The Nevada Commercial League, leading civic organization of Reno, has been notified by official representative of Southern Pacific Railroad that the State of Nevada cannot depend for supply of coal for use during- 


coming winter on mines of Utah and Wyoming, which mines are principally controlled by the Union Pacific railroad. 


Coal is selling now in Reno at $20 a ton.' Southern Pacific admits that it has ample equipment for transportation, but advises Nevada to draw fuel-supply-for coming winter from. British Columbia and Australia, via 


San Francisco. .Situation here last winter most distressing, with many people actually suffering from cold, and outlook for coming winter even more serious. 


Imported coal costs now $12 a ton at San Francisco. The freight rate from the Long Wharf, Oakland, to Reno, a haul of 244 miles, is $6.30 per ton, making cost laid down here $18.30, to which must be added dealers' 


profits and cost of delivery. 
Twenty-five dollar coal is a certainty for the coming winter if imported coal must be used at present freight rate. 
The freight rate from Rock Springs, Wyoming, to Reno, is only, $6 a. ton for 


a haul of nearly 900 miles, and coal at Rock Springs is now quoted at $5..30 a ton, but the mines return all orders ^endorsed, "Unable to fill." 


What steps should Reno take to bring the Southern Pacific to equalize the rate from San Francisco to this city, for the short haul, with the rate from Rock Springs to Reno, the long haul,, in order that-imported coal 


may be laid down here so as to be sold at something like a reasonable price. Please answer.
